Native Son and Son

Judge James Sharp of Cuca- 
monga is a native son, and a son 


of a native son and native 
daughter. 
The Sharp ancestory§ goes 


back to the days before Cali- 
fornia was a state and the 
grandfather of the popular judge 
of Cucamonga was here when 
Fremont and the other famous 
pioneers came to the territory 

“I. remember hearing my 
father speak of Fremont com- 
ing,” Judge Sharp said. “But 
those dates and pioneer stuff 
didn’t mean anything to us in 
those days.” 

His mother was born in San 
Francisco and his father near 
Placerville. Judge Sharp is 
also a native of San Francisco. 
His father was killed in a mas- 
sacre just below the border line 
on the south. 

“My grandfather came to the 
Lone Bear state when he wus a 
young man,” Judge Sharp relat- 
ed reticently near his office in 
Cucamonga this morning. ‘His 
parents died and he went back 


to Kentucky to inherit an 
estate. When he came to Cali- 
fornia again, he brought the 


negro house servants.” 

This man could tell much 
about California history, and he 
is proud to be a native son—and 
a son of native parents, Judge 
Sharp, however, hasn’t always 
stayed in the state, but when he 
returns from a long trip, he is 
more than ever glad that he is 
a part of the state history.
